SCORED BY WILLIAMS 


Comptroller Tells Kentucky 


Bankers of Cases of Extor- 
tion—Defends His Efforts 


to Force Lower Rates. 


6.—John 
comptroller of the 
currency, defended today before the 
Kentucky Bankers’ association his ef- 
forts to force national banks to reduce 
their interest charges to borrowers 
during the days of stress in the finan- 
cial and business world which followed 
the outbreak of the European war. 

Of the 7,615 national banks in the 
country, Mr. Williams declared, 1,020 
have sent in detailed reports showing 
that they have received an average of 
10 per cent or more on loans. He cited, 
without giving names, instances in 
which the rate ran up to 40, 60, 1,000 
per cent. In one case—that of a wom- 
an who borrowed $3.50 for six days— 
he said the bank charged $1, or 2,400 
per cent, 

And They Are Government Banks.

“are authorized by the government. To

PROHIBITION WiLL 
COST CITY $58,000 


Mayor Woodward Warns 
Council to Be Ready for 
Cut in Revenue by Passage 
of “Dry” Laws. 


In .considering the city’s financial 
future, the mayor and the finance com- 
mittee of council are counting on the 
city being shy $58,000 next year be- 
cause of the new prohibition laws the 
state legislature will probably - enact. 

In a conference between the 
and members of the finance committee 
held Wednesday morning, the mayor 
told the committee that it might as 
well face the fact that the city would 
be minus; next year the $58,000 that 
now comes into the treasury from the 
near beer and locker club licenses. 

One member of the committee sug- 
gested that the new prohibition laws, 
if passed, would not go into effect 
until the first of January, 1917,

Engagement Announced in 
Brief Statement From the 
White House — Wedding

Washington, October 6.—Woodrow 
Wilson, the president of the 
States, announced tonight his engage- 
ment to Mrs. Norman Galt, of Wash- 
ington. The date of the wedding has 
not been fixed, but it probably will 
take place in December at the home of 
the bride-elect. 

The chief announcement from the 
white house made by Secretary Tumul- 
ty came as a surprise to official Wash- 
ington, but to a number of intimate 
friends it long had been expected. From 
this circle came tonight the story of 
a friendship whose culmination was 
viewed as a happy turn in the troubled 
and lonety-Hfe of the nation’s chief ex- 
ecutive. \ © 

President's Daughters Apprave. ~ 

It was Miss ‘Margaret Wilson and 
her cousin, Miss Helen Woodrow Bones, 
who drew Mrs./Galt into t white 
house circle. ‘fhey met hef in the 
early autumn of! last ye d were so 
much attracted by her that they sought 
her out more and more frequently. 
Mrs. Galt spent a month this summer at 
Cornish as a guest of the president's 
eldest daughter. It was through the 
intimacy of his daughter and cousin 
with Mrs. Galt that the president had 
an opportunity to meet and know her. 
One of the most interesting facts about 
the engagement, indeed, as told by 
friends, is that the president’s daugh- 
ters chose Mrs. Galt for their admira- 
tion and friendship before their father 
did. 

Mrs. Galt is the widow of a well- 
known business man of Washington 
who died eight years ago, leaving a 
jewelry business that still bears his 
name, She has lived in Washington 
since her marriage in 1896. She is 
about 38 years old and was Miss Edith 
Bolling, born in Wytheville, Va., where 
her girlhood was spent and where her 
father, William H. Bolling, was a 
prominent lawyer. 

Bride-te-Be an Unusual Beauty. 

For many weeks Mrs. Galt and her 
relatives have been frequent dinner 
guests at the white house. Often she 
has accompanied the president on mo- 
tor rides. She is not quite as tall as 
Mr. Wilson, has dark hair and dark 
eyes. Friends regard her as an un- 
usual beauty. Her tastes are said to 
be strikingly similar to those of the 
president. She is interested in liter- 
ature and charity work. 

Friends of the president expressed 
their pleasure over the announcement 
tonight, not only because of Mr. Wil- 
son’s personal happiness, but because 
they felt this new companionship 
would give him support and comfort 
in his home life—a vital need during 
the hours of strain over the nation’s 
problems. With the marriage of his 
daughter and the death of Mrs. Wilson, 
more than a year ago, the president’s 
life had become one of solitude. His 
absorption in official labors began to 
tell on him physically, and when a few 
months ago he began to take a renew- 
ed interest in personal affairs, his 
friends and members of the family 
welcomed the distinct change which it 
brought about in his health and spirits. 
Tonight Mrs. Galt was a dinner guest 
at the white house. At the moment 
when Secretary Tumulty stood in the 
executive offices announcing the en- 
gagemenk to Washington corre- 
spondents summoned for the occasion, 
the president and Mrs. Galt were 
spending the evening with Dr. Carey 
T. Grayson and Miss Bones in the white 
house parlors. 

Private Wedding Likely. 

The news was given out in a brief 
statement, which read: 

“The announcement was made today 
of the engagement of Mrs. Norman 
Galt, of this city, and President Wood- 
row Wilson.” 

No words as to plans for the wedding 
were available, but M generally is pre- 
sumed that Mrs. Gak, who is of demo- 
cratic tastes, will prefer a private 
wedding in her own home to one in 
the white house. 

Grover Cleveland was the last presi- 
dere to be married in the white house. 
Should Mr. Wilson eventually decide 
to be married there it would be the 
third wedding in the mansion under 
his administration. The first was be- 
tween Jessie Woodrow Wilson and 
Francis B. Sayre and the second be- 
tween Secretary McAdoo and Miss 
Eleanor Wilson. 

The announcement of the engage- 
ment was regarded gen¢rally as a 
forerunner of an interesting social sea- 
son for Washington, with the new first 
lady of the land at the head of the re- 
ceiving line at official receptions.

RUSSIAN ARMIES BEGIN 
TO ASSUME OFFENSIVE 


And Gains Are Claimed by 

Petrograd—In the Cham- 
pagne French Carry Hill 
in German Second Line. 


London, October 6.—There is little 
change in the military situation on 
any of the fronts. 

Unconfirmed reports say that an 
Austro-German force, variously esti- 
mated up to 500,000, with 2,000 guns, is 


| proceeding through southern Hungary 


to attack Serbia. Military observers 
hert, however, assert that it is prob- 
able that a figure less than a half 
million would be nearer the truth, de- 
claring that there is no evidence of 
any heavy withdrawals of Teutonic 
troops from the Russian front and that 
the western front every day is de- 
manding new drafts. 


RUSSIANS DEAL 
HARDER BLOWS. 


The observers say the Germans are 
not In a position to withdraw many 
troops from the Russian side as the 
armies of Emperor Nicholas are mak- 
ing a desperate effort to assume the 
initiative. On some sectors Petrograd 
reports that the Russians already have 
done this. Besides, it is asserted, they 
have held up Von Hindenburg’s drive 
against Dvinsk for several weeks and 
inflicted serious losses on him. Von 
Hindenburg is reported to be receiy- 
ing reinforcements with a view to 
making another attempt to force his 
way through the outer defenses of the 
city. 

In the west the bie guns are boom- 
ing, seemingly preparing a way for 
a continuation of the allies' offen- 
sive which the Germans doubtless will 
try to forestall by an attack. In Cham- 
pagne the French have captured Ta- 
hure and the summit of the hill of 
Tahure at a point in the German sec- 
ond line of defense. 

The Italians record another advance 
toward Rovereto, so many times re- 
ported evacuated by the Austrians. 


BRITAIN CALLS 
FOR MORE MEN. 


The heavy losses sustained by the 
British and French in their attempts 
to penetrate the German lines in France 
and the large number of men required 
for operations along the Euphrates 
river and in the Dardanelles and the 
Balkans have made necessary another 
appeal for enlistment. The Earl of 
Derby, who is directing recruiting and 
who is receiving the assistance of the 
labor organizations in his work, has 
taken charge of a campaign, the object 
of which is to obtain at least 30,000 
men weekly. Should it fail it seems 
fairly certain that parliament will 
adopt a national service bill, 


RUSSIANS PUSH 
GERMAN FORCES. 


Petrograd, October 6.—(Via London.) 
Tonight's official communication reads: 

“In the Jakobstadt region the usual 
fusillade became intensified. Southwest 
of Jacobstadt the Germans bombarded 
the neighborhood of Bargrad. 

“In the region of Dvinsk the artillery 
duels have been incessant. South of 


| Postaway we dislodged the enemy from 


his trenches. At the farm of Zagacs, 
between the Narotche and Vichnevskoie 
lakes, we pushed the enemy farther 
back. In the course of the pursuit of 
the Germans to the southwest of Vich- 
nevskole lake our troops occupied 
Abramovsezazna, Borovymlyn and the 
village of Maki, north of Smorgon. 

“In the southern region of the Pri- 
pet river there is no change. On the 
estuary of Stokhod the enemy once 
more sought to capture the village 
under cover of a concentrated fire by 
his artillery. We repulsed this attack. 
Southwest of Ciartorisk the enemy was 
thrown back toward the vilage of Novo 
Selki, leaving in our hands about 1590 
prisoners and one quick-firer. 

“In the region of the villages of 
Krasnovolia, Kosezystch and Kolki we 
have had several conflicts with the 
ores who was moving toward the 
east. 

“On the Caucasus front, in the coast- 
al regions of the Black sea, southwest 
of Khopa, there has been nothing but 
advance guard actions. Southeast of 
Lake Fortum, on the front between the 
villages of Keghyk and Ardot, north- 
west of Khorossan on October 4, the 
Turks, profiting by darknegs, attempt- 
ed to advance but were stopped by our 
fire. South of Khorossan, near the 
Vilage of Kuria, there have been 
brushes with a Turkish advance guard.” 


FRENCH TAKE 
TAHURE HILL. 


Paris, October 6.—French infantry, 
after a heavy bombardment by artiij- 
lery, today captured by assault the 
village of Tahure and reached the sum- 
mit of the hill of the same name, which 
constituted a supporting point in the 
second German line, according to to- 
night's French war office statement.

Athens, October 6.—(Via London.)— 
After his conference with King Con- 
stantine Premier Venizelos returned to 
the chamber of deputies and made a 
Statement of the 
agreement. He then announced the 
resignation of the entire cabinet. Sit- 
tings of the chamber were suspended. 

The position taken by King Constan- 
tine in his interview with Premier 
Venizelos is said to have been that he 
could not pursue to the end the policy 
of the Venizelos cabinet, 

A great crowd marched to the home 
of M. Venizelos, the retiring premier, 
singing the Greek national anthem and 
the MarseillAise. The former premier 
was in comsultation with diplomatic 
representatives of the entente powers. 

The crowd jammed the narrow street 
separating the American legation from 
the residence of M. Venizelos, crying: 
“Long live Venizelos! Long live 
France!” The cheers for France were 
on account of the occupation of Saloniki 
by French troops. The general opin- 
ion seems to be that King Constantine 
will attempt to form a coalition cabi- 
net headed by the aged ex-premier, 
Db. G. Rhallis. Should this plan fail, 
it is believed the king will dissoive 
parliament. 

The resignation of Premier Venizelos 
was altogether unexpected. He con- 
versed with the correspondent of the 
Associated Press in a manner which 
indicated the utmost confidence in the 
future course of his government. 

Meanwhile King Constantine came 
to Athens from Tatoi, the summer resi- 
dence of the royal family, 
moned the premier to the palace. : 

After a terse interview, in which 
there was the plainest speaking, the 
premier proceeded to the chamber of 
deputies and announced that he had 
again disagreed with the king on the 
foreign policy, and had presented his

GREEK ATTITUDE 
TO SALONIKI LANDING, 

Athens, Greece, October 2.—(Via 
Paris, October 6.—Delayed in Censor.) 
The following statement was issued 
officially after a meeting of the cabi- 
net tonight: 

“The French minister delivered the 
following note to Premier Venizelos: 

““By order of my government, I 
have the honer to announce to your ex- 
cellency the arrival at Saloniki of the 
first detachment of French troops, and 
to declare at the same time that France 
and England, allied to Serbia, send 
their troops to help the latter, as well 
as to maintain their communications 
with her; and that the two powers 
count upon Greece, who already has 
Kiven them so many proofs of friend- 
ship, not to oppose measures taken in 
the interests of Serbia, of whom she 
also is the ally.’ 

“Premier Venizelos replied: ‘By your 
letter of today you have been so good 
as to inform me of the arrival at 
Saloniki of the first detachment of 
French troops, and of the decision o 
France and England to send their 
troops to help Serbia, their ally: ad- 
ding that the two powers count on 
Greece not to oppose measures taken 
in the interests of Serbia, whereof she 
also is the ally. 

“‘In answer to your letter, I have 
the honor to declare to your excellen- 
cy that being neutral in the European 
war, the royal government could not 
possibly. authorize the proceeding 
in question, for it constitutes a breach 
of Greece’s neutrality, the more mani- 
fest since it comes from two great 
belligerent powers. It is, therefore, the 
duty of the royal government to pro- 
test against the passage of foreign 
troops across Greek territory. Tne 
circumstances that these troops are 
destined solely to aid Serbia, Greece's 
ally, in no way modifies the legal po- 
sition of the king's government: for 
even from a Balkanics point of view, 
Greece’s neutrality could not be af- 
fected before the actual casus foederis 
was committed, by the danger now 
threatening Serbia, which caused the 
dispatch of international troops to* her 


help.’ ’

Udine, Italy, October 6.—(Via Paris.)

The king, desiring to assist in the 
direction of operations, was proceeding 
toward the front on horseback. He 
had left his automobile because of the 
lack of a road. He rode in among his 
troops, although he had been warned 
that the Austrian projectiles were 
claiming viciims. 

As he passed a certain point a shell 
exploded so near that splinters of 
shrapnel injured his horse. The king’s 
composure was not disturbed, and when 
his suite urged him to retire he called 
for another horse, exclaiming: “Here 
we must win or all die.” Then he rode 
in again among the troops, who with 
shouts of “Savoy,” took the Austrian 
position by storm. The spot is now 
called the “King’s Spur.” 

On another occasion when near Monte 
Nero the King passed a small detach- 
ment exposed to bombardment by the 
Austrians from a mountain opposite 
the position. The king stopped his au- 
tomobile and inquired whether there 
had been any casualties. On being in- 
formed that only one gunner had been 
Slightly wounded he drove on. The 
royal automobile was scarcely out of 
sight when the Austrian artillery fire 
was re®sumed, a large shell expoding 
at the exact spot where the king had 
stopped. 

The king hearing the sound of the 
bombardment returned to the _ scene, 
saying as he photographed that smok- 
ing cavity where the automobile had 
just stood: 

“Hiad I stayed five minutes longer it 
would have been necessary to invent 
an elaborate story to account for the 
excellence of the Austrian aim.” 


ENORMOUS INCREASES 
INTHE COTTON TRADE 


Exports for August Almost 
Double Those for the Same 
Period Last Year. 


Washington, October 6.—REnormous 
increases in the cotton export trade 
in August are shown in the monthly 
statement of foodstuffs, cotton and oils 
exports made public today by the bu- 
reau of foreign and domestic com- 
merce. * Cotton exports for the month 
were 162,059 bales, valued at $7,625,- 
631, as compared with exports of 21,- 
210 bales, valued at $1,306,117 in Au- 
gust, 1914. 

For the eight months ended with 
August shipments were 6,099,420 bales, 
against 3,734,444 im the same period 
last year. 

Exports of foodstuffs, cotton and oils 
for August totaled $70,220,463, axainst 
$47,667,366 last year. Breadstuffs was 
the only classification showing a de- 
crease, the exports being $29,396,900, 
as against $29,539,131 in August, 1914.

Washington, October’  6.—President 
Wilson will vote for the woman suf- 
frage state constitutional amendment 
in New Jersey, his home state, at the 
special election October 19.

We have been telling 
the farmers of the coming of the 
weevil and showing them how to pre- 
pare for them, and if they have taken 
heed of that warning all will be well, 
but if they have not, damages will re- 
sult. 

“There is time yet to do much, and 
that is the reason that we are making 
this trip, trying to teach the farmers 
the lesson of a careful selection of the 
better seed, early planting, high fertil- 
ization, maturing the cotton ahead of 
the weevil, picking it as soon as possi- 
ble, and then turning the crop under 
the ground, at least 4 inches. Prepare 
the ground for winter planting. If the 
stalk is not placed at least 4 inches 
under the ground it will not do what 
it is expected to do. Then every farm- 
er should clean up, burn all the trash, 
the stalks, if he prefers that to turn- 
ord them under, clean along the fences, 
etc.”’ 

Mr. Worsham was in Columbus with 
the other members of a party of state 
and government agriculture experts 
following the line of the investigation 
several weeks ago and during the last 
few days, where the weevil has actually 
been found.

THE ARMENIAN MASSACRES. 

It is, of course, as little as the Washing- 
ton government could do to enter emphatic 
protest against the massacres of the Arme- 
nian Christians by Mohammedans 
who have desired no better opportunity or 
excuse than that which war conditions have 
furnished them te conduct their religious 
persecutions with fire and sword. 

The Turkish government has been told 
through Ambassador Morgenthau at Con- 
stantinople that public sentiment in this 
country has been so stirred by the reports 
of Armenian ‘atrocities that a continuance 
of them is liable to cause a rupture of the 
relations existing between Turkey

quested to go home.

alleged effort to induce the United States 
to send warships to Turkish waters to pre- 
vent the massacre of Christians, and in the 
course of his criticisms took occasion to say 
this about the United States: 


And since a large number of Ameri- 
can papers are siding with Great Brit- 
ain and France in this affair, I will 
permit myself to say that the thought 
of the lynchings which occur in the 
United States and the “water cures” 
in the Philippines should make them 
chary of attacking Turkey in con- 
nection with savageries committed by 
her under provocation, compared with 
which the economic competition of an 
Italian, or the sniping of a Filipino, 
or even the outrage of a negro are as 
nothing. 


It will be recalled that ypon refusing to 
retract or to modify his statements, the 
aforesaid Turkish minister, who did not even 
‘think it worth the while to deny that sav- 
ageries and atrocities had been committed 
in his own country, went home in response 
to official request on the part of the Wash- 
ington government. 

The interesting feature of the Rustem 
Bey incident, which happened in September, 
1914, is that what he said probably expressed 
in very mild form the views and feelings of 
his own countrymen and of his government. 

Certainly nothing has occurred since 
Rustem Bey went home to indicate that any 
representations from this government, of a 
purely humanitarian nature, would be more 
favorably received in Constantinople now 
than they would have been at that time. 

Turkey has the advantage of us in her 
location, and also in the fact that the inter- 
ests of American citizens in that country 
are greater than those of Turks in America. 
Besides, the rest of the world for. whose 
opinion Turkey would give a thrip at this 
time is not going to concern itself over our 
protest where the lives and _ property of 
American citizens are not involved. 

The American protest will fall, therefore, 
very much as water upon a duck’s back. 
About all we can do in the matter, aside 
from severing diplomatic relations, is to go 
“upon record in denunciation of the Turkish 
savageries and to hope and believe that 
ultimately the barbarians will be driven 
from Europe irretrievably and for all time. 


RECONSTRUCTING HAITI. 


The American government has taken 
upon itself a tolerably big contract in en- 
deavoring to reconstruct the government of 
Haiti and set that country upon a firm 
and lasting basis of industrial peace. 

The gist of what the United States pro- 
poses to do in Haiti is expressed in a sin- 
gle clause from the treaty recently signed 
by representatives of the two governments, 
in which it is stated: 

The U'nited States government will 
help the government of Haiti effectively 
to develop its agricultural, mining and 
commercial resources and to aid it in 
establishing its finances on a solid 
basis. 

In this declaration is summed up the 
purpose of the United States in placing in 
Haiti a force of 2,200 marines under the 
command of Rear Admiral W. B. Caperton, 
who is just at present the supreme ruler in 
the black republic, although the nominal 
government is under a president named 
Dartiguenave, and a legislative body com- 
posed of conservative citizens who are anx- 
ious for the solution of the Haitien problem 
as undertaken by this government. 

In discussing the treaty and the effects 
of it, Ernest Chauvet, envoy of the Haitien 
government in this country, while commend- 
ing its purpose, coupled with his statement 
the remark that Haiti’s freedom is dead. It 
is true that Haiti’s freedom in the matter

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Neutrality and Preparedness. 


Speech of James H. Blount Before the 
National Defense League at Wash- 
ington, D. C., October 6, 1915. 


Speaking from a military standpoint, we 
are pitifully unprepared at the present time 
to make our rights respected by any of the 
nations now at war which may see fit to dis- 
regard them. The fact that such a state of 
affairs ought not to continue is equally ob- 
vious. 

Between the amiable nonsense of Mr. 
Bryan and the war-whoops of Colonel Roose- 
velt, the administration will no doubt take 
& middle course in its forthcoming recom- 
mendations to congress. 

If Germany has lain in wait on the high 
seas and slain our citizens in cold blood with- 
out warning, England has taken control of 
our commerce on the high seas as absolutely 


-as if we were a colony of hers having no 


voice in her councils. The case against Ger- 
many needs no elaboration. Let us consider 
for a moment the case against Great Britain. 

We have been so angry with Germany 
about the destruction of life, so near the 
verge of war with her more than once, that 
we have not much considered England's fre- 
quent and flagrant disregard of our rights of 
mere property. 

But now that Germany has about decided 
to stop murdering Americans on the high 
seas—-which she never would. have dared to 
do had she not known how utterly unpre- 
pared we were to resent it—we now have 
time to consider some of the economic as- 
pects of this war, and how England has 
coolly forbidden us to trade with Germany 
and Austria-Hungary, daring to do so part- 
ly because she also was aware of our unpre- 
baredness for war, and partly because she 
believed the sympathies of the great body of 

ur people to be with the allies. 


England Comes Out Into the Open. 

After much dodging for many months, 
England ‘has at last come out in the open in 
her dealings with us, and has, by the recent 
order in council, made cotton absolute contra- 
band.. Cotton is a billion-dollar crop, and our 
principal article of export. Heretofore, Eng- 
land has always taken about one-third of our 
cotton exports each year, and Germany and 
Austria another third. England now says 
we shall not sel¥ cotton to Germany or Aus- 
tria-Hungary. 

fam aware of the grim current jest that 
there is no international law except that 
might makes right. Speaking seriously, and 
practically, that comes very near being true, 
if the British course is to be allowed to con- 
tinue. 

In the Japanese-Russian war, in 1904, 
Russia sought to keep Japan from getting in 
cotton from India and Egypt—possessions of 
England—by declaring it absolute contra- 
band. England immediately and very vig- 
Orously protested. But England was not im- 
potent to take prompt and effective aggres- 
sive action. So Russia receded from her po- 
sition, and agreed to treat cotton as condi- 
tional contraband only, i. e, as 
only when destined for the 
explosives,

But Britain’s far-seeing statesmen were 
not satisfied with this. Reflecting on it after 
the Japan-Russia war was over, they set to 
work to get the matter settled once for all— 
that and other matters also. Once it should 
be settled in favor of their contention, if they 
should be neutrals in the next great war, 
belligerents would have to “hands-off of 
their Indian and Bgyptian cotton export 
trade, and if they themselves should be par- 
ties to such war, neutral cotton going to 
them would not be held up en route by their 
enemies and so their great cotton textile in- 

stries would be safeguarded. 

England’s Position in 1909. 

Accordingly, Sir Edward Grey, the British 
secretary of state for foreign affairs, went to 
work and got up a congress of nine nations 
on what ought to be the rules of naval war- 
fare. That congress met in London in De- 
cember, 1908, and sat until the latter part of 
February, 1909. In it were represented the 
present Germanic allies, Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary; England and her present al- 
lies, France, Russia and Japan; our own 
country, Spain and- Holland. 

This congress of London of 1909, called on 
the initiation of England, unanimously 
agreed, among other things, that belligenerts 


should not treat neutral cotton going to an’ 


enemy country as contraband. And at the 
conclusion of its deliberations it drew up, 
and all the representatives of all the nine 
nations participating signed, what has since 
been Known as the Declaration of London. 

The Declaration of London included, among 
other things, a list of articles of commerce 
which all agreed it would be an infringement 
of neutrals in time of war to treat as con- 
traband. 

And at the head of the list stood COTTON. 

And the father of the whole movement 
which resulted in the Declaration of London, 
the chief high priest of the doctrine that for 
a belligerent to treat cotton as conraband 
is an inexcusable trampling on the rights of 
neutrals, was Sir Edward Grey, then, and 
now, the British secretary of state for foreign 
affairs. 


England Proud of Accomplishment. 


In presenting thé Declaration of London 
to the house of commons, the government 
prided itself particularly on having gotten 
the nations to agree that cotton should never 
be treated as contraband by a belligerent in 
time of war. But the opposition ridiculed 
this boast, sarcastically demanding to know 
how any right-minded nation could have re- 
fused to agree to the proposition. | 

Making an article contraband is confisca- 
tion, and is only justifiable where, from the 
nature of the thing itself, it is unquestion- 
ably intended to aid the military operations 
of the enemy. 

Chemistry has discovered nothing new 
ewbout cotton since the Declaration of London 
in 1909; and that is the real acid test of 
England's sincerity in now telling us we 
shall not ship cotion to Germany. She says 
she does it because cotton is an ingredient of 
explosives. She really does it as part of a 
policy to cripple Germany economically. Her 
pretense to the contrary is an affront to the 
common sense of mankind. She knew in 1909 
just as well as she does now to what extent 
cotton represents material for explosives. 

The same hand that wrote our Declaration 
of Independence laid down the law of na- 
tions to Great Britain on the subject of neu- 
tral commerce in 1793, England being then 
at war with France. In that year, Mr. Jef- 
ferson, then secretary of state, wrote to our 
minister at London, apropos of certain Brit- 
ish interference with our commerce: 

“Reason and usage have established that 
when two nations go to war, those who 
choose to remain in peace retain their nat- 
ural right to pursue their agréculture, man- 


ufactures and other vocations, and to carry: 


the produce of their industry for exchange 
to all nations, belligerent or neutral, as 
usual.”

In the summer and fall of 1914 shipping 
grew so timid because of the war that cot- 
ton exports stopped, the New York and New 
Orleans cotton exchanges closed for a time, 
and cotton went down to 6 cents a pound, 
which is about two cents below tHe esti- 
mated cost of production. 

England Lays in Year’s Supply. 

England bought a year’s supply of cottor 
ahead, and then began to throw difficulties 
in the way of our cotton trade with her 


enemies. 

This was, of course, partly because some 
of the cotton so shipped might be used to 
make explosives, but essentially it was a 
companion stroke to the co-temporaneous 
policy of starying Germany by shutting out 
imports of foodstuffs, and was part of a gen- 
eral policy to throttle Germany by every 
possible kind of economic pressure. 

Last October Senator Hoke Smith, 
Georgia—who, by the way, be it remembered, 
got his early political training as a member 
of the cabinet of the president who sent the 
Venezuelan note to England—realizing Eng- 
land’s share in the responsibility for six- 
cent cotton, introduced a resolution about 
it in the United States senate. The resolu- 
tion was promptly adopted. Our state de- 
partment at once took the matter up with the 
British embassy here in Washington, and in 
a day or so Sir Edward Grey cabled to the 
British ambassador here, Sir Cecil Spring- 
Rice, an assurance that England had no in- 
tention of making cotton contraband. The 
ultimate result was that by last spring cot- 
ton had climbed back to 10 cents. 

But by the recent order in council Eng- 
land has thrown the Declaration of London 
to the winds, and made cotton absolute con- 
traband from now on. In other words, Eng- 
land has thus said to us in effect about this: 

“The one-third of your annual cotton crop 
which you have been accustomed before this 
war to sell to Germany and Austro-Hungary

More About Fee-Splitting. 


Dr. W. A. Evans here tells what the cost 
of fee-splitting is in terms of health or life 
to the patient. He tells how to detect the 


fee-splitter and what the remedy is for the 


evil. 

(Dr. W. A. Evans, in Chicago Tribune.) 

Is there any way whereby the people can 
know fee-splitters? 

Sometimes, though not always. If a phy- 
sician proposes to the patient that he, the 
physician, arrange the terms with the opera- 
tor, it is a good guess that fee-splitting is 
at the back of the proposal. If he is anxious 
to accompany the patient to the operator, 
and, especially, if it is announced that he is 
to assist at the operation, it is a good guess 
that he is a fee-splitter. 

In a country neighborhood it is often 
noted that a certain physician keeps a 
stream of patients flqwing to a certain Op- 
erator. This may not be the result of fee- 
Splitting, but it should cause one to investi- 
gate further in case he is anticipating the 
need of operation. 

Fec-splitting among medical men is an 
evil from which both patients and physicians 
suffer the consequences. Those who practice 
it constitute a minority of the profession in 
bad odor among their associates. Patients 
can know them by certain signs. 

Is there any remedy for the practice? 
Especially is there any means by which 
people may end the practice of fee-splitting 
physicians? Incidental!y, by which 
& man may safeguard himself against fee- 
splitters? 

The various state laws are partial reme- 
dies. They do not, will not and cannot cure, 
but they help. The action of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, American_College 
of Surgeons, and the various state ai. local 
health societies are partial remedies. They 
cannot cure, but they can help.’ 

The complete remedy, as I see it, lies with 
the people themselves. Twenty years ag0O 
there were but few hospitals, and the people 
knew nothing about operators.” There was 
deep mystery about surgeons, operators gen- 
erally, surgery, and all things surgical. In 
consequence of this, ignorance and mystery, 
abuse of various kinds, was inevitable. 

Says Saleeby, in Surgery ang Society, 
“Dishonest men there will be amongst the 
ranks of bishops, and the enemies of surgery, 
or of episcopacy, will make the most of the 
fact.” 

It is. to the credit of the profession that 
the proportion of fee-splitters among sur- 
geons is less than 10 per cent, and among 
physicians at large is still smaller. 

But at present there is no occasion for 
mystery and no justification for ignorance. 
Every man should be well enough informed 
to decide for himself who is to operate, 
and how much he is to pay, and to whom. 
Among people generally there is an erro- 
neous idea as to who decides for a man, 
what doctor shall care for him, what treat- 
ment shall be given, what diagnosis shall 
form the basis of treatment. The erroneous 
opinion is that the physician decides. The 
law holds that the patient himself decides 
each of these questions. The doctor makes 
his examination, states what he has found, 
what he thinks, and what he advises. The 
patient having heard the physician’s state- 
ment, makes his decision. 

Is it possible for a patient to pick out 
his operator without-making an excessive 
number of mistakes? Yes. How? There are 
medical directories in considerable number. 
One of these, the American Medical Direc- 
tory, gives the age, the. school of gradua- 
tion, in part the experience, and, especially, 
the hospital experience, the hospital and 
school connections, and the special line of 
practice of every physician in the country. 
Polk issues a national medical directory. The 
roll of the American College of Surgeons

ways a local medical directory. 
rectories are easy of access. 

I dare say that there is no town of 5,000 
inhabitants in the United States in which 
one or the other of these directories cannot 
be found in some physician's office. 

If he cannot get one otherwise, why would 
it not be wise precaution for a man contem- 
plating an operation to purchase one? Would 
it not be good judgment to inquire about a 
proposed operator? Does he operate in high 
grade hospitals with up-to-date equipment? 
Does he belong to medical societies? How 
does he stand among his fellow craftsmen? 
In the community at large? Is he a man of 
good judgment and good common sense? 

Is there anything else that can be done? 
Yes. Let the public keep informed as to 
physicians, surgeons, medicine and surgery. 
Let them read what the state boards of 
health put out. Let them’ read magazine 
articles and books dealing with the sub- 
ject. Let them keep in touch with local 
hospitals and what is being done therein. 
Thorough knowledge among people, and only 
in that way, can abuses be permanently erad- 
icated. Says Saleeby, “Every new access 
of human power, of whatever kind, tests the 
fundamental thinking of the generation 
which receives it.’’ 

Surgery is a new access of power to our 
generation. To prevent abuse from develop- 
ing out of it, our people must interest them- 
selves in it, learn about it, and equip them- 
selves to decide for themselves among sur- 
geons and surgical procedures. This is the 
final and complete cure for fee-splitting.

In fact England might state her position 
much more simply thus: “Don’t you Ameri- 
cans tell us your troubles.

Now how does che dare to take this atti- 
tude? Partly, of course, Vecause she knows

At the regular 
meeting held in Griffin the following year 
this committee made a favorable report and 
anew committee was appointed at this meet- 
ing to draft a suitable bill to be introduced 
at the ensuing session of the legislature. 
Unfortunately the people of Georgia were not 
sufficiently interested to realize the great 
need of a service of this character and the 
measure was lost; but all that agitation did 
much good. ’ : 

My reason for advocating such offices 
then was that I knew the farmer needed 
some one to come to him, talk to him and

give him such information as he was in need.

and scientific agriculture, horticulture, stock 
raising and everything pertaining to im- 
proved rural communities. 

When I first agitated this movement the 
demonstration work which is now doing so 
much good in Georgia had not been launch- 
ed. About eight or nine years ago Mr. HE. 
Gentry, a splendid, capable and zealous gen- 
tleman, who was thoroughly interested in 
agriculture, came to Georgia: to establish 
the farm demonstration work which was in- 
augurated by the beloved Dr. S. A. Knapp. 
I watched this work develop under his 
and capable management and was in full 
sympathy with it in all its details. The 
more it developed the more satisfied | wa 

Today we have in Georgia 
seventy county demonstration 
about forty canning club agents. The scope 
of their work is very broad and the results 
are far-reaching; in fact, they are expected 
to do that for which the county mis- 
Sioner would have been employed. 

What we do need, however, is that evervy- 
body should back up the work that is now 
being done by this army of demonstrators 
Every agricultural agency, every city, town 
and community in Georgia should co-operate 
with and lend their full moral support to 
the development of this great movement to 
such an extent that we may soon have in 
Georgia the best service that can possibly 
be had for bettering the condition of the 
man, woman and child who live in ‘the 
country. 

It might be considered by some that some 
other agency could do better work than the 
demonstration agents are now doing under 
direction of the State College of! Agriculture 
and Mr. J. Phil Campbell: but I believe the 
best thing for the man in the country is to 
have the forces that are now trying to im- 
prove his environment perfected rather than 
to attempt to inaugurate other agencies 
which we might think perfect. 

In referring to this demonstration work, 
I do not wish to be understood as discount- 
ing in the least the work of the other agen- 
cies, for insthe state of Georgia there is am- 
ple work for all of them. : 

At the present time I am not In favor of 
any legislation for creating offices of coun. 
ty commissioners of agriculture or any anal- 
ogous office that would not be part and par- 
cel of this demonstration work. I am in 
favor, however, of any appropriations being 
made either by the counties or by the state 
which would make this demonstration work 
more effective, especially as is contemplated 
by the Smith-Lever act recently passed by 
congress. 

Since this demonstration work has been 
established and developed people are more 
and more learning to appreciate its impor- 
tance and economic value. Evidence abounds 
that more attention and more intelligent 
titnking are being directed today to the 
study of the fundamental problems in agri- 
culture and in rural life than ever before. 
We witness the marshalling of many forces 
in the struggle for greater prosperity and 
for better conditions for living in the rural 
districts, and while a great and good work 
is being done along constructive lines by 
the various agencies the demonstration 
agent's work is an indispensable unit.

Sox One Workout. 


New York, October 6.—A workout 
on Friday morning preceding the first 
game of the world’s series will be the 
only opportunity which the Boston 
Americans will have for practice on 
the field of the Philadelphia Nationals. 
Owing to the postponement of yester- 
day’s game between the New York and 
Boston American leagtie clubs the Red 
Sox and the Yankees played two games 
here today and play one tomorrow in 
order to complete their schedule. This 
means that the Red Sox will not have 
a day’s rest before the beginning of 
the series. 

William Carrigan, manager of the 
Boston club, had not disclosed today 
the name of the pitcher who will op- 
pose Philadelphia in the opening game 
and there was a great deal of specula- 
tion on that point. Manager Carrigan 
was quoted as saying that anything 
except straight baseball was usually 
barred in a world’s series as the two 
clubs would meet for the first time. 

“T realize that we must face Grover 
Cleveland Alexander in the opening 
game Friday,” said Carrigan, “and 
also know just how wonderfully clever 
is the curve ball genius of the National 
league. It seems we must beat Alex- 
ander in that. first game and we have 
devised a means which we think will 
accomplish it. Should we beat Alexan- 
der in the opening game the rest will 
be a lot easier than I have figured. 
If we fail it will give us a lhne on 
Alexander which will make his second 
game doubly hard to win. Outside of 
Alexander I do not think any of the 
Philly pitchers compare with my men.” 

Carrigan added that he had so much 
confidence in every one of his pitchers 
that he would not be afraid to pick any 
one of them to pitch and that he con- 
sidered the rest of his club the peers 
of any other ball players. 

“I have implicit confidence in them,” 
he said. “From that you can see that 
from my standpoint there can be only 
one result, the Red Sox must win, may- 
be not in four’ straight games, but 
surely before seven.”

WEATHER BULLETIN 


Washington, October 6.—Generally favor- 
able weather for cotton picking prevailed 
during the week which ended yesterday, the 
National Weather and Crep Bulletin, issued 
today, announced. It said: 

“eer the central portions of the cotton 
belt heavy rains and high winds near the 
first of the week damaged some cotton and 
delayed picking, but elsewhere the weather 
was generally favorable for picking and 
ginning, which progressed rapidly. The crop 
has been largely gathered in Texas, and ts 
making good progress in most other dis- 
tricts, except in Oklahoma, where it is slow 
in ripening. 

“On account of dry weather over the 
eastern portion of the belt during previous 
weeks, the top growth made little progress 
and there is small hope for any additional 
crop from that source, while in Texas boll 
weevils have destroyed any prospect for A 
top crop in that state. As a result of gen- 
erally unfavorable weather and other con- 
ditions the season draws to a close with 
prospects of one of the smallest crops in a 
number of years.’’

, damage to cotton in the districts visited by 


the tropical storm, but apparently it was 
not extensive, as much of the crop had been 
gathered where the storm was most severe, 
In Oklahoma picking is progressing slowly 
on account of dampness and slow maturing, 
but in Texas the crop is mostly gathered, 
except in the northwest. Rain in the south- 
ern trucking districts generally relieved the 
drought and greatly benefited the crops, al- 
though citrus fruits and truck in southern 
Florida still need rain.

CAUSES SHRINKAGE 


Recent Gyrations in War 

Group Meets With Severe 
Jolt--Efforts to Boost Rail- 
road Shares Fail. 


New York, October 6.—Several im- 
portant factors contributed substantial- 
ly to the crumbling of quoted values to- 
day, chief among these being the pol- 
icy of conservatism adopted by the 
stock exchange against further reck- 
less trading in war shares. The ef- 
fect of this new attitude was most 
noticeable in those speciaities whose 
recent gyrations had made remedial 
action necessary. 

Liquidation of the war issues attain- 
ed proportions fully as large as the 
buying which attended the recent rise. 
Enforced selling was supplemented by 
numerous bear attacks, the profession- 
al element largely aligning itself on 
the short side. 

By their irregular opening quota- 
tions, stocks gave promise of what 
was to follow. During the morning 
attempts were made to bolster the 
list by infusing strength into railway 
shares. These efforts proved abortive, 
because of the ease with which spe- 
cialties yielded under persistem pres- 
sure. 

Weakness was most pronounced at 
midday, and in the final hour hour the 
list reflected little actual support, ex- 
cept at marked concessions. Accord- 
ing to board room gossip, many mar- 
gined accounts which recently repre- 
sented handsome “paper profits’ were 
sold out. it is significant of the spec- 
ulative situation as a whole that much 


lof today’s liquidation came from com- 


mission of “wire” houses, particularly 
those having western connections. That 
part of the country was conspicuous 
in the recent spectacular advances and 
it is assumed that it has suffered cor- 
respondingly in the severe reversal.

A newly designed ma- 
rifle also was brought into ac-

The Mayflower hardly had got under 
way when Edison discovered the wire- 
less plant which held his attention for 
the remainder of the trip. He expressed 
a desire to “speak” with the power- 
ful station at Arlington, Va. This 
message was sent to Captain Bullard, 
superintendent of the naval radio 
service: 

‘Congratulations on your big Ar- 
lington plant. I have heard the small 
and large sets seated in the wireless 
room of the Mayflower, and they are 
great.” 

In a few minutes 
flashed back: 

“My compliments to Mr. Edison and 
members of the naval advisory board, 
by this message, transmitted on the 
100-milowatt spark set.”

President to Advisory Board. 

In his address to the advisory board, 

President Wilson: said:

“There is very little that I can say 


to you,” the president said, “except to 
give you a very cordial welcome and 
to express my very great pleasure inp 
this association of laymen with the 
| reales easear But do want to say 
this: 

“I think the whole nationis con- 
vinced that we oughttobe prepared, 
not for war, but tor defense, and very 
adequately prepared; and that the prep- 
aration for defense is not merely a 
technical matter, it is mot a matter 
that the army and navy alone can take 
care of, ut a matter in which 
we must have the co-operation of 
the best brains and. knowledge of the 
country outside the official service of 
the government as well as inside. For 
my part, I feel that it is only in the 
spirit of a true democracy that we get 
together to lend such voluntary aid, 
the sort of aid that comes. from in- 
terest, from a knowledge of the va- 
ried circumstances that are involved 
in handling a nation. 

“l want you to feel, those of you who 
are coming to the assistance of the 
professional officers of the government, 
that we have a very serious purpose, 
that we have not asked you to associ- 
ate yourself with us except for a very 
definite and practical purpose, to get 
you to give us your best independent 
thoughts as to how we ought to make 
ready for any duty that may fall upon 
the nation. : 


Spirit of. America One of Peace. 


“I do not have to expound it to 
you; you know as well as I do the spir- 
it of America. The spirit of America 
is one of peace, but one of independ- 
ence. It is a spirit that is profound- 
ly concerned with peace, because it 
can express itself best only in peace. 
It is the spirit of peace and good will 
and of human freedom; but it is also 
the spirit of a nation that is self-con- 
scious, that knows and loves its mis- 
sion in the world, and that knows that 
it must command the respect of the 
world. 

“So it seems to me that we are not 
working as those who would change 
anything of America, but only as those 
who would safeguard everything in 
America. I know that you will enter 
into conferences with the officers of 
the navy in that spirit and with that 
feeling, and it makes me proud, gen- 
tlemen, that the nusy men of America, 
the men who stand at the front of 
their professions, should be willing in 
this way to associate themselves vol- 
untarily with the government in the 
task in which it needs all sorts of 
expert and serious advice. Nothing 
ought to be done in this by any sin- 
gle group of persons—everything ought 
to be done by all of us united togeth- 
er, and I welcome this association in 
the most serious and grateful spirit.” 

The president :'was warmly applaud- 
ed. Secretary Daniels then introduced 
each member of the board to the pres- 
ident and he shook hands with them.
